Dear Mr. Cox, 

I have just finished reading 
the letter that the three teen- 
age boys wrote you concerning 
the Elba Police, I must admit 
that I’m a little angry with my- 
self because I almost wrote you 
the same letter a few weeks 
ago. I am not a teenager, 
but I do have a 14 year old 
son, About six weeks ago, 
my husband, my son, and I 
were looking at cars in the 
Cook Chevrolet lot (this was 
about 8 p.m.). We often do 
this because we have been look- 
ing for a new car and night- 
time is about the only time we 
are: all together. As we left 
the lot we were stopped by an 
Elba police officer and another 
man in plain clothes, The of- 
ficer told my husband to get 
out of the car, When he asked 
what we had done wrong the 
policeman preceeded to ask 
questions as to just what we 
(were) doing in the car lot, 


Then he walked around to 


where my son was _ sitting 
on the back _ seat and 
flashed his light into my son’s 
face. He was drinking a can 
Pepsi and the officer asked him 
what it was, implying that it 
could be a can of beer, Af- 
ter we had explained our life 
Stories to the officer and why 
we were at the car lot, he let 
us go. We noticed that he did 
not stop the other people who 
were also at the lot, 

Well, about three weeks la- 
ter my husband and my son 
had gone to the Jr. Food Store 
for a newspaper. On the way 
back they were stopped by the 
same officer, This time he 
told both my husband and my 
Son to get out of the car. He 
told my husband he was dri- 
ving 35 in a 25 mile zone, 
My husband told the officer 
that he would be more careful 

» speed laws in the fu- 
re. Then the policeman went 
over to our son and began 
questioning him about who he 
Was and where he lived. We 
still don’t understand what our 
son had to do with this; he 
doesn’t even drive, 

I believe very much in law

Dear Ferrin, 

At about 9:30 p.m., Dec- 
ember 2, 1977, I Ernest Ty- 
son, was on patrol in the city 
of Elba, While passing the 
high school, I saw two coaches 
from Kinston chasing three 
boys. These coaches told me 
that the three boys had thrown 
Some bottles and hit the Kin- 
Ston bus, which was at the 
high school. I gave chase al- 
so and the three boys jumped 
in a Chevrolet automobile and 
left, I got got in my car and 
went after them, as we went 
around the school gym, I lost 
Sight of them. I then went 
out on Newton Street and saw 
a Chevrolet car with three 
boys in it who fitted the des- 
cription of the ones who ran. 
I signaled them to stop, and 
they pulled into the 
Piggly Wiggly parking lot, I 
got out to question them. I 
did inform the driver why he 
was stopped; he denied that 
it was them that threw the 
bottles, The coaches from 
Kinston said they did not want 
to pursue it any further, so I 
let them go. I repeat I did 
inform the driver why he was 
Stopped. At no time was any 
law enforcement officer dis- 
courteous to these boys, The 
Small dark haired boy in.the 
back seat of the car got loud 
and was very beligerant. I 
said nothing tc him. The other 
two boys were very nice,

The most of Elba’s young 
people are very fine people 
and are an example for other 
schools, but if acts such 
as this continue, the good 
name of our school and city 
will be tarnished, I and the 
rest of our police department 
will do everything we can to 
see that. this kind of thing 
stops, 

I hope this type of van- 
dalism never happens again, 
but if it should and the situa- 
tion was the same, I would 
stop them again. 

The Cadet program is a 
program that was started in 
the Elba Police Department a- 
bout 2 and 1/2 years ago, 
where by young people of both 
Sexes between the ages of 16 
and 19 years old are invited to 
apply for membership in 
this organization. We intro- 
duce them to law enforcement, 
how it works, and what their 
local police department is like, 
their training and how the of- 
ficer would act when coming 
in contact with the public, 
These young people are not al- 
lowed to enforce the law. The 
few times that they are in a 
patrol vehicle, they are there 
to observe only, Our cadet 
program has been successful 
as some have went on to work 
in law enforcement, and many 
others have gained a better 
understanding of law enforce- 
ment. We in the department 
are proud of the program, Se- 
veral other towns and cities 
have followed the example of 
it and established the program, 
with Montgomery being the lat- 
est. Cadet Eddie Long was 
with me that night, 

Ferrin, courteousy is 
stressed daily in the Elba Po- 
lice Department. None of us 
would ever intentionally be dis- 
courteous to anyone, 

I hope that this incident 
does not stop our cadet pro- 
gram, as it has been very val- 
uable to the city of Elba, 

Our police department is 
always open to everyone,

have olficers looking for three 
youths who had just disgraced 
our community and it so hap- 
pened there three were together. 
It is impossible for us to say 
you or the police are right a- 
bout informing you why he stop- 
ped you. We know each of you, 
and we know the policeman 
involved. Never have I known 
any of you youths telling lies, 
Also Ernest Tyson has the same 
reputation and turned down se- 
veral job offers to be a full 
time investigator, because he 
didn’t want to do the things ne- 
cessary in that job that are 
sometimes considered ‘“rude,”’ 

In the end our advice 


to the teenagers is again 
‘keep your nose clean and in 
the end,..’’ 

The other letter is unsigned, 
the other side will be harder 
to find and there is a certain 
amount of contempt for unsign- 
ed letters, However, certain 
of the complaints are not jus- 
tified. It just so happens that 
several months ago Drexel Cook 
himself was stopped coming off 
a car lot at odd hours, He 
was looking over another Che- 
vrolet dealer’s lot and the po- 
lice stopped him, In other 
towns as well as in Elba, many 
things are stolen off cars in 
these lots and police watch 
carefully. Cook Chovrolet has 
never requested that people be 
kept off their lot at night, be- 
cause meny of us do just as 
the writer did--looked after 
hours when no salesman was 
around, If we knew this 
writer, we might find out the 
reason for her husband and 
son being stopped, but she 
chose not to even let us know 
who she is, so we can just say 
hummmmmm, 

I recall a case, more years 
ago than I like to count, of 
something happening to me, 
I lived in Montgomery and had 
a late date to go bowling (four 
couples went after midnight and 
got 1/2 price rates), Driving 
home alone about two or three 
in the morning, I decided to 
stop at a closed service sta- 
tion and get a soft drink from 
the outside machine, Well, it 
took my nickel (or dime)--see 
it was a long time ago--and I 
hit the machine, About that 
time the police drove up. 
They not only talked to me, 
but wrote down my name, ad- 
dress and driver’s license num- 
ber, because a rash of drink 
machine break-ins had occured 
in the area, TI actually prayed

Two-Faced Friend 


In her declining years, a well- 
to-do widow became acquainted 
with a gallant young bachelor. He 
paid frequent visits to her home, 
showered her with small atten- 
tions, and ran assorted errands 
on her behalf. 

Sure enough, when she died she 
left all her property to him. Dis- 
gruntled relatives promptly chal- 
lenged the will, accusing the 
young man of exercising “undue 
influence’ over the widow. 

“Obviously,” they told the 
court, ‘he was a two-faced friend. 
All he really wanted was her 
money.” 

Nevertheless the court upheld 
the widow's will, finding no evi- 
dence that she had been helpless. 
Regardless of his motive, said the 
court, he had a right to do her 
favors—and she had a right to 
show him appreciation. 

Influence is not ‘‘undue,” say 
the courts, if it does not over- 
power the person’s freedom of 
judgment. Even an illicit relation- 
ship does not automatically inval- 
idate the will. Thus: 

A man's surviving sister ob- 
jected to his will because it left 
everything to his paramour. 

“This was adultery,” she re- 
ported in court, ‘which was both 
immoral and illegal. Surely such 
influence is undue.” 

But again the court sustained 
the will. The court said her 
brother’s adultery did not prove 
that he was unable to think for 
himself. 

On the other:hand, such a rela- 
tionship may at least cause a 
court to take a closer-than-usual 
look at other circumstances. 

Another man’s will, also favor- 
ing his mistress, was thrown out 
on grounds of undue influence 
where the court found he had 
been suffering from both physical 
and mental disabilities. 

The judge said the adultery 
should “intensify the care with 
which courte examine the facts 
and it may give to such facts a 
significance they might not other- 


wise have."

ORDINANCE 1977-1 


AN ORDINANCE 
BE (T ORDAINE)) BY THE 
CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY 


OF ELBA ALABAMA AS 
FOLLOWS; 
Section 1, Establishment of 


Municipal Court. That therebe 
and there is hereby established 
effective December 27, 1977, a 
Municipal Court for the City 
of Elba, Alabama, pursuant to 
the provisions of Act 1205, 
1975 Regular Session of the 
Alabama Legislature, 

Section 2. Jurisdiction. The 
Municipal Court of the City of 
Elba, Alabama, shall have 
jurisdiction of all prosecutions 
for the breach of ordinances of 
the muncipality within its cor- 
porate limits and police juris- 
diction. This jurisdiction shall 
also extend to all prosecutions 
for violations of state misde- 
meanors committed within the 
corporate limits and police jur- 
isdiction of the municipality 
wiere such offenses have been 
made offenses against the mun- 
icipality 

Section 3. Time and P,ace of 
Holding Court. The Municipal 
Court of the City of Elba, Ala- 
bama, shall hold court at such 
time and place as the governing 
body may determine with the 
advice of the municipal judge. 

Section 4 Provisions for 
Judge, 

A Th? MunicipalCourt shall 
consist of one municipal judge 
to be appointed by a vote ofa 
majority of the members elect- 
ed or appointed tothe municipal 
governing body. The judge shall 
be appointed for a term of two 
years. The municipal judge 
Shall be eligible for reappoint- 
ment upon the expiration of his 
term. He shall hold office 
until his succesSor is ap- 
pointed and qualified, 


B. The municipal judge must 
be licensed to practice law in 
the State of Alabama and must 
be a qualified elector of the 
State of Alabama. No judge 
shall be otherwise employed 
‘in any capacity by the muni- 
cipality during his term of 
office, 


C. The office of the muni- 
cipal’ judge shall be vacant if 
he dies, resigns, or is removed 
and vacancies shall be filled

by the municipal goverming body 
in the same manner as origi- 
hal appointments are made, 
Any person SO appointed 
Shall be eligible to serve two 
years from the date of app- 
ointment, 


D, The mvnicipal judge 
Shall, before assuming office, 
take and Sign the oath provided 
by the Constitution and a copy 
thereof shall be filed in the 
office of the secretary of state, 
the administrative director of 
courts and the clerk of the 
municipality. 


E. Tne municipal judge shall 
be subject to all grounds of 
disqualification from hearing 
specitic cases applicable to 
circuit court judges, 


Section 5, Compensation of 
Judge.Tne annual salary of the 
municipal judge of the City of 
Elba, Alabama, is hereby fixed 
at 150 Dollars and shall be 
payable in twelve equal monthly 
installments, This salary shall 
not be diminished during the 
judge's term of office. Any 
yveneral increase in the com- 
pensation of all or substantially 
all municipal employees shall 
be applied proportionately to 


the salary of the municipal 
judge 

Section 6. Powers of the 
Court. 


A. The Municipal Judge shall 
have the power to admit to bail 
any person charged with the 
violation of any municipal ord- 
inance by requiring an appeur- 
ance bond, with good security, 
to be approved by the municipal 
judge or his designee in an 
amount not tu exceed five hun- 
dred dollars ($500.00) and may, 
in his discretion, admit to bail 
such persons on a personal 
recognizance bond con- 
ditioned on the appearance 
of such personas 
before him on a day named 
therein to answer the charges 
preferred against them. 

B The Municipal Judge shall 
have the authority to punish 
any person convicted of violat- 
ing any municipal ordinance 
with a fine of not more than 
five hundred dollars ($500.00) 
and/or a sentence of imprison- 


ment or hard labor for a 
period not exceeding six 
(6) months; provided, how- 
ever, that no fine 


or sentence of imprisonment 
shall exceed the maximum fine 
or sentence provided 9y the city 
ordinance violated nor shall the 
fine or Sentence exceed the 
maximum fine and sentence 
provided for violation of a 
substantially similar offense 
under State law. The penalty 
imposed on a corporation shall 
consist of the fine only, plus 
costs of court, 

C. The Municipal Judge in 
his judgm-nt may provide that 
if a fine and costs are not paid 
within the time prescribed, the 
defendent, unless indigent, shall 
work out the amount of the 
judgment under the direction 
of the municipal authority al- 
lowing not less than ten 
dollars ($10.00) for each 
day’s service, 

D, Upon each conviction in 
municipal court for a violation 
of any ordinance of the City 
of Elba, Alabama, there shall 
be taxed against the defendant 
as cuurt costs the sum of ten 
dollars ($10.00), and there shall 
also be taxed as costs the ad- 
ditional costs and fees imposed 
by the statutes of the State of 
Alabama, and the latter such 
costs and fees shall be re- 
mitted pursuant to the said sta- 
tutes. All costs taxed for the 
city, as hereinabove provided, 
Shall be paid into the city 
treasury. 


E. Upon conviction, the court 
may, upon a showing of inability 
to make immediate payment of 
fines and costs, accept de- 
fendant’s bond with or without 
Surety and with waiver of 
exemptions as to personally 
payable within ninety days, upon 
non-payment of which execution 
May 1SSue as upon judgments in 
State courts. 

F. The Municipal Judge shall 
have the authority to continue 
the case from time to time to 
permit the fine and costs to 
be paid, remit fines, costs and 
fees, impose intermittent sen- 
tences, establish work release 
programs, require attendance 
of educational corrective or 
rehabilitative programs, sus- 
pend driving privileges for 
Such times and under such 
conditions as provided by 
law and order hearings to 
determine the competency of 
the defendant to stand trial; 
provided further, that the 
judge may enter an order 
authorizing the defendant to 
drive under the conditions set 
forth in the order. 


G, All cases in municipal 
court shall be tried by a muni- 
cipal judge without a jury. 

H, The Municipal Judge may 
suspend execution of sentence 


and place a defendant on pro- 
bation for varying periods of 
time, not to exceed two (2) 
years, under the procedures 
and conditions set out in See- 
tion 8-104(f) of Act 1205, 1975 
Regular Sessioa, 

1, The Municipal Judge may 
administer oaths, compel the 
attendance of witnesses and 
compel the production of books 
and papers, punish by fine not 
exceeding fifty dollars ($50.00) 
and/or imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding five days any person 
found and adjudged to be in 
contempt of court, and shall 
have power coextensive withthe 
jurisdiction of the district court 
to tsgue writs and other pro- 
cess, and to approve and de- 
clare bonds forfeited, The 
Municipal Judye shall desiynate 
any other municipal olficers 
wild shall be authorized to ap- 
prove appearance and appeal 
bonds 

J, The Municipal C ourt shall 
take judicial notice of the ord- 
inances of the municipality. 

K The Sheriff of the county 
and all law enforcement officers 
of the municipality shall obey 
the municipal judge having legal 
authority in faithfully executing 
the warrants and processes 
committed to them for service

Section 7. Powers of the 
Miyor. The mayor mney remit 
fines and such costs as pay- 
able to the municipality 
and com tute sentences 
imposed by municipal 
judges of the court to which 
all appeal Was taken for viola- 
tions of municipal ordinances, 
and may yrant pardons, after 
conviction, for violation of such 
ordinances, and he shall report 
his action to the council or 
other governing body at the first 
regular meeting thereof in the 
succeeding month with his rea- 
sons therefor in weiting. 

Section 8. Appeals. 

A. All appeals from judg- 
ments of the municipal court 
shall be to the circuit court of

B. The municipality may 
appeal within sixty days without 
bond, from ia judgment of the 
municipal court holding a muni- 
cipal ordinance invalid. 

C. A defendant may appeal 
in any case within fourteen days 
from the entry of judgment by 
filing notice of appeal and giving 
bond with or without surety ap- 
proved by the court or the 


clerk in an amount not more 
than $500.00 and costs, 
as fixed by the court, 
conditioned upon (de- 


fendant’s appearance before the 
circuit court. The m_nicipal 
court may Waive appearance 
bond upon satisfactory showing 
that the defendant is indigent or 
otherwise unable to provide a 
surety bond. If an appeal bond 
is waived, a defendant sentenced 
to imprisonment shall not be 
released from custody, but may 
obtain release at any time by 
filing a bond approved by the 


municipal court. If the  de- 
fendant is not released, the 
prosecutor shall notify the 
circuit clerk and the case 
shall be set for trial at the 


earliest practicable time, 
D.When an appeal has been 
taken, the municipality shall file 
the notice and other documents 
in the court to which the ap- 


peal is taken within fif- 
teen days, failing which 
the municipality shall 
be deemed to have  aban- 


doned the prosecution, the de- 
fendant shai’ stand discharged 
and the bund . ‘all be automat- 
ically terminate, 

E. Upon tria, or plea of 
guilty in the circu. court on 
appeal, the court ma, impose 
any penalty or sentence which 
the municipal court might have 
imposed, 

F.Upori failure of an appel- 
lant to appear in circuit court 
wien the case is called for 
trial, unless good cause for 
such default is shown, the court 
Shall dismiss the appeal and 
enter judgment of default onthe 
appeal bond, and may alsoissue 
a warrant for arrest of the 
appellant. A copy of the order 
shall be delivered by the cir- 
cuit clerk to the clerk of the 
municipal court. The circuit 
court may on motion of de- 
fendant made within thirty days 
of the order of dismissal, set 
aside the dismissal and other 
orders and reinstate the appeal 
on such terms as the court 
may prescribe for good cause 
Shown by the defendant. 


G. Upon receipt of notice ot 
dismissal of an appeal, the mu- 
nicipal court may issue a war- 
rant for arrest of the defendant, 
who may also be arrested with- 
out 4 warrant as an escape, 
Upon arrest the defendant shall 
be delivered tothe municipal au- 
thorities and punished in 
accordance with the judgment 
of the municipal court. 

H. If a judgment is entered 
against a defendant upon appeal, 
the circuit court shall remand 


the defendant to the municipal 
authorities for punishment in 
accordance with the judgment of 
the circuit court, unless, when 
the judgment is for fine and 
costs only, the judgment is 
paid or a judgmant is conferred 
therefor in fayor of the muni- 
cipality with sureties or as 
otherwise provided for convic- 
tions under State law, 

I, Upon receipt of payment of 
fines and costs upon appeals, the 
clerk of the circuit court shall 
within thirty days pay ninety 
percent of such fines and for- 
feitures, and ten percent of the 
costs, to the treasurer of the 
municipality. The circuitclerk 
shall be liable on his bond for 
such fines and costs plus a pen- 
alty of five percent per month 
for default in such payments, 

J.From the judgment of the 
circuit court, the minicipality, 
in a case holding invalid an 
ordinance, or the defendant in 
any case, may appeal to the 
eourt of crim‘nal appeals in 
like manner as in cases of ap- 
peals for convictions of viola- 


tion of the criminal laws of the’ 


state, If the appeal is taken 
by the municipality, it shall 
not be required to pive 

surety for the cost of 
the appeal, When taken 
by the defendant, he may 
give bail with sufficient sure- 
ties, conditioned that he will 
appear and abide by the judg- 
ment of the appellate court, and 
failing to give bail he must be 
committed to the municipal jail; 
but he muy give such bail at 


any time pending the ap- 
peal. When an appeal is 
taken by the defendant and 
bail is given pending 


the appeal, and the judyment of 
conviction is affirmed or the 
appeal is dismissed,the defend- 
ant is bound by the undertaking 
of bail to surrender himself to 
the municipal authorities within 
fifteen days from the date of 
such affirmance or dismissal, 
and if he shall fail to do so, 
the clerk of the circuit court 
trom which the appeal is tak- 


en, upon motion of the 
municipality, must endorse 
the bail bond for- 


feited, and a writ or writs of 
arrest must be issued by the 
clerk to the sheriff. Upon 
arrest the defendant shall be 
delivered to the municipal au- 
thorities and the sentence must 
without delay be carried out as 
if no appeal has been taken. 
If bail is forfeited as herein 
provided, a conditional judg- 
ment must be rendered by the 
court in favor of the munici- 
pality and the same proceedings 
had thereon for the municipality 
as is authorized by law to be 
had in the name of the state 
in state cases, 

Section 9, Warrants, The 
Municipal Judge is authorized 
to issue arrest and search war- 
rants upon affidavit for munici- 
pal ordinance violations return- 
able to the minicipal court and 
for violations of state law re- 
turnable to any state court. 

Section 10, Mapistrates, The 
Municipal Judge shal) take steps 
to have a magistrate appuinted 
for the City of Elba, Alabama, 
pursuant to Rule 18 of the 
Alabama Rules of Judicia] Ad- 
ministration. The powers of 
the magistrate shall be limited 
to: (1)issuance of arrest war- 
rants; (2) granting of bail in 
minor misdemeanor prosecu- 
tions; (3) receiving of pleas of 
guilty in minor misdemeanors 
where a schedule of fines has 
b2ea prescribed by law or rule; 
(4) accountability to the muni- 
cipal court for all uniform traf- 
fic tickets and complaints, mon- 
ies received and records of 
offenses; and (5) such other 
authority as may be granted 
by law. 

Section 11. Acting Municipal 
Judge. In the absence from 
the city, death, disability, or 
disqualification of a municipal 
judge, for any reason, the mayor 
of the municipality shall have 
the authority todesignate a per- 
son, licensed to practice law 
in the state and a qualified 
elector of the state, not other- 
wise employed in any capacity 
by the municipality, to serveas 
acting municipal judge with all 
power and authority of a duly 
appointed municipal judge, No 
such acting judge may serve 
for more than thirty successive 
days or a total of sixty days 
in any calendar year; provided, 
that when the duly appointed 
municipal judge is disqualified 
pursuant to the Constitution, 
the time of service limitations 
for acting judges shall not apply 
during such disqualification. 

Section 12. The Municipal 
Judge shall report on the pro-

Mayor Smith stated, ‘‘The 
County doesn’t charge a pri- 
vate contractor who picks up 


household garbage in the rural 
parts of the’ county, but it 
does charge the cities.

The City of Luverne pays 
$750 per month to use the 
landfill, and the fee charged 
to Brantley would far exceed 
the $150 a month the city pays 
to use the Coffee County land- 
fill at New Brockton. 

Mayor Smith indicated he 
would address the Crenshaw 
County Commission at its next 
meeting and try to get the 
commission to re-evaluate its 
position.
